A WORD ABOUT VIRUS FREE STRAWBERRY PLANTS 


There has been quite a bit of confusion about the status of virus free strawberry plants. A virus disease is very hard to detect and it takes 
complicated tests to determine whether the plants haye or have not been attacked. It is known that the virus is spread by the strawberry aphis. 
To get virus free stocks, the mother plants are raised in a lath house under a special program. These mother plants are used to produce the 
planting stock from which we grow our stock. At the present time the following varieties are available: Dunlap, Blakemore, Robinson, _Pre- 
mier, Bellmar, Vermillion, and Tennessee Beauty. All plants shipped the 1958 season of these varieties will be virus free at no extra cost. Virus 
free stock will produce more runners and are more vigorous sometimes than the other stocks but do not be afraid of the varieties not marked virus 
free as the experiment stations have been working on the varieties most frequently «ttacked by the virus. Here in our fields we can see no dif- 
ference in growth between the virus free and the standard sorts, As the other vurieties become available in virus free we will add them to our 
list. We expect to have some of the Everbearing varieties in virus free next year.

Make an opening three or four times larger than the roots, large enough to receive all the roots without crowding. 


Mix the dirt, removed from holes, half and half with Acid Peat, or some acid material such as decayed leaves, rotten 
straw or vegetable refuse, firm this well around the roots of the plants. We recommend that a handful of sulphur be put 
around each plant in the spring. Give the one-year plants one-half ounce of Sulphate of Ammonia, for the older plants 
increase one-half ounce for each additional year. Do not let the Sulphate of Ammonia get in contact with the foliage.
